of the new State, and probably by the impo- 
sition of very heavy burdens upon all the 
I'nion peoplo of that part of tho country. 
The Rebels will then scizo upon the western 
part of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad from 
Parkersburg to Cumberland, and fortify all 
the important points in Western Virginia. 
If they do this, it will protract the war indefin- 
itely. That they are energetically moving in 
that direction will be evident from the follow- 
ing facts: 

Immediately after the battle of Bull Run, 
Gen. Lee was sent by the Confederate War 
De| artmenton a secret expedition into West- 
ern Virginia. Ho passed throutrh Gordons- 
ville, Charlottesville, Staunton, and Covington, 
At each of these places ho found detachments 
of troops which had been sent there and 
placed under his orders, so that on leaving 
Covington he found himself at the head of a 
well-appointed force of forty thousand men. 
With this army ho crossed the AHaghojiy 
Mountains, rested and refreshed his men at 
Lewisburg, crossed the Flat Top Mountains, 
and encamped on the' Banks of the Gauly 
river. Here ho spent some days in drilling 
and moderately exercising his men and get- 
ting them accustomed to the manuevers of 
brigades and tield evolutions. 

In the meantime, Gen. Floyd. (John B. 
Floyd, Into Secretary of War,) with a column 
of lfi.OOO troops, raised in the southwestern 
counties of Virginia, had been moving in the 
same direction. On the 10th of August, he 
was at Newborn, on the line of the Great 
Southern Railroad, where he finished the or- 
ganization of his division, and started on his 
way to the North. On the 12th his col mm 
was at Paris; on the 15th, at Union, in Mon- 
roe County, and on the 17th, at Lewisburg, in 
Greenbrier county. From that point he cross- 
ed over the Flat Top Mountains, by the same 
route taken a few days afterwards by Geu. 
Lee's army, and proceeding to a spot near the 
Gauley Bridge, awaited the arrival of Gen. Loo. 
Joining their forces on thelMth Inst., it would 
seem from accounts, that tho two Generals 
proceeded along the Gauley river, crossed 
that stream, attacked Col. Tyler at Summers- 
ville, and defeated him with heavy loss on the 
26th. 

We have no further data as to the, move- 
ments of theso Rebel Generals. But it is easy 
to see that they have immediately followed 
up this slight success by a further advance in- 
to the bowels of the land. It is more than 
probable that before this time both General 
Loring and Gen. Jackson have advanced 
upon Gen. Rosecrans upon one side, while 
Gen. Leo and Gen. Floyd have attacked him 
upon the other.

Namiville, Sept. 2, 1861. 
Our special dispatches from Richmond of 
to-day say Congress passed a retaliatory law, 
and it has been approved by the President- 
It is retrospective in its operation to the 21st 
of May, and sequesters all the property 
owned by enemies in tho Confederate States, 
except stocks, Confederate and State. It dif- 
fers from a confiscation bill, only in holding 
the property of enemies for particular ends, 
subject to claims for indemnity and tho fu- 
ture disposition of the Government. It is es- 
timated by members of Cqngress that proper- 
ty to the amount of three hundred million 
dollars will be subject to the provisions of 
this bill, fifty million of which is in the city 
of New Orleans alone. It is made the duty 
of every citizen to give information to agents 
controlling the property of enemies, and a 
failure to give such information subjects 
parties to a fine of five thousand dollars and 
imprisonment one month. 

Each Confederate judge is authorized to 
appoint a receiver in each section of his dis- 
trict. The President is authorized to appoint 
thl'ee Commissioners to hold a court at the 
seat of Government, to hear nnd adjudge 
claims under this act. Col. Daniel Ruggles 
is promoted to Brigadici -General, and assign- 
ed duty at Pensacola. Congress adoptedares- 
olution providing for supplying troops with 
fresh bread and provisions, and allowing ra- 
tions to chaplains.

DAILY KENTUCKY YEOMAN. 

Peace and Neutrality Meeting iu Mercer Coun- 
ty, Kentucky. 

According to previous notice, a very large 
niul enthusiastic meeting of the friends of the 
peace and neutrality of Kentucky was held 
to-day, the 2'2d of August, at 1 o'clock P. II., 
Harrodsburg. On motion of Capt. \V. A. 
jk, .Major W*. A. liooe was unanimously 
elected chairman, who, on taking his seat, 
briefly explained the objects of the meeting, 
stating that they were intended, if possible, 
to keep peaco within the borders of Ken- 
tucky. 

The following gentlemen wore chosen Vice 
Presidents: Dr. i'hos. 11. Moore, John A. 
Burford, Dr. Win. Campbell, John P. Lap- 
ley, Win. K. Clellund, i*rancis Kirby, and 
James Fursythe, jr.; ii. C. Allin, Dr. Titos. J. 
Moore, Jacob G. Drukill, and Walter Wheat- 
ly were appointed secretaries. On motion of 
Capt. 1*. B. Thompson, the following resolu- 
tions were unanimously adopted : 

Retulvetl, That the people of Kentucky 
have always been true and faithful to their 
country and the Constitution of the United 
States, and that they are oppo.-ed to the exist- 
ing civil war, which has produced an unnatural, 
horrid, and lamentable strife, for which Ken- 
tucky is in no wise responsible. 

Remlvcd, That we are in favor of peace, 
and the true position of Kentucky is that of 
neutrality — neutrality in good faith; and that 
it is the duty of her citizens, in our opinion, 
to maintain it, and to stand firmly by the 
fixed position of self-defense. 

Rcatieed, That we are satisfied the Union 
cannot be preserved by the civil war now in 
progress, and that we concur in thesentiment 
of the Hon. Edward Everett, in the declara- 
tion made by bim in his letter of acceptance 
of the Union nomination for Vice President 
in laol), m which be declared that the sugges- 
tion that the Union can be maintained bj the 
numerical preponderance and military prowess 
of one section exerted to coerce the other in- 
to submission, is as self-contradictory as it is 
^eroiia. Jtcouics loaded with the death- 
eVl from fields wet with brothers blood, lfthe 
vital principle of all republican governments 
is the -consent of the governed, much more 
does a Union of co-equal sovereign States 
require as its basis the harmony of its mem- 
bers, and their voluntary co-operation in its 
organic functions. 

"RnuUcett, That Abraham Lincoln, the pres- 
ent President of the United States, has usurp 
ed the prerogatives of the legislative branch 
of the government, and has disregarded the 
constitution and set the Presidential powers 
above what was created by the Constitution 
of the United States : 

1st. He has unconstitutionally assumed the 
prerogative of suspending commerce between 
the Northern and Southern States, and of 
blockading the ports of certain States — a prero- 
gative which, if it exists, belongs to Congre-s, 
and not to the President, to exercise. 

2d. He has usurped the power of Congress 
to suspend the great writ of habeas corpus, a 
power exercised by him in disregard of the 
Constitution, and a power which the Consti- 
tution Great Britain, whenever it was desired, 
has denied to the British Crown. 

3. He has not only arrogated to him- 
self the power vested in Congress of organiz- 
ing, arming, and discipling the militia, but he 
has usurped the rights reserved by the Con- 
stitution to the States respectively of appoint- 
ing the field and general officers of the mili- 
tia. 

4. lie has, in violation of the Con- 
stitution, deprived persons, over whom he has 
no control or authority, of their liberty with- 
out due process of law. 

5. He has violated the Constitution in rais- 
ing armies to carry on a civil war, and in the 
face of the laws of Congress, which declare 
that he shall not call an army into the field, 
not even to suppress insurrection, for a longer 
period than thirty days after the meeting of 
C ingress; he has raised armies to serve for 
three years or during the war, which bus not 
been declared by Congress, and to carry on 
which it had made no appropriation, and 
which it had not recognized. 

6th. He has violated tbe Constitution by- 
appointing officers to positions in his army 
without authority of law, and which, ifcreatcd 
by Congress, should be filled in accordance 
with the constitutional provision "reserving 
to the States respectively" the right to ap- 
point officers of the militia. 

7. He has disregarded the Constitution of 
his country, which provides for the right of 
the people' to be secure in their persons, pa- 
pers, and effects against unreasonable seizures 
and searches, and which shall not be violated; 
and which farther provides that no warrants 
shall issue except upon a probable cause, sup- 
ported by oath and affirmation, and particu- 
larly describing the place to be searched aud 
the persons or things to be seized. 

8. He has involved the government in debt 
without authority of Congress, and without 
consultation with the legislative department 
of the government, and proceeded to do this 
when the Congress had refused, prior to its 
adjournment, to furnish men or money for 
such purpose. 

0. He has usurped powers not delegated to 
Jiy the Constitution of his country, and 
instead of preserving, defending, and protect- 
ing it, he has violated it and suffered it to be 
outraged. 

10. He has by his improper, unconstitu- 
tional, and unwise proceedings, brought upon 
our people a heavy direct tax to pay the in- 
terest upon the government debt created by 
an unnatural and bloody war. 

Resolved, That the efforts of the Republican 
party now in power for the last forty years 
have been used to impair and destroy the insti- 
tution of slavery, and that we believe that one 
of the principal objects of the Administration 
and the leaders of the Republican party in 
carrying on the present war is to subjugate 
the South far enough to secure the ultimate 
extinction of slavery in all of the Southern 
States. 

Resolved, That we rejoice to see the move- 
ment of many patriotic citizens in the North 
and Northwest in behalf of peace, and for 
the purpose of aiding in the accomplishment, 
we declare our approval of holding a Peace 
Convention in Frankfort, at such time in 
September or October as may be agreed upon 
by the friends of peace throughout the State; 
and further 

Resolved, That such of the voters of Mercer 
county as favor the object of said Convention, 
are hereby appointed delegates to attend the 
same. * 

Rrsnlred, That the proceedings of this meet- 
inn- he sent to the various papers of Louis- 
ville, Frankfort, and Lexington, with a re- 
quest that they publish the same. 

After the adoption of the resolutions the 
meeting was ably and eloquently addressed 
by Col. Roger W. Hanson and Hon. A. G. 
Talbott, until a very late hour in the after- 
noon, when an adjournment took place until 
7 o'clock Upon reassembling at the hour 
appointed, James B. Beck took the stand, and 
was followed bv W. C. P. Breckinridge and 
Col Hanson. The vast crowd was entertain- 
ed until near midnight; but was still unwill- 
i,„r to break up. The greatest enthusiasm 
Killed the frequent throwing of bouquets 
bTthe ladies, who were present in great num- 
bers gave creat zest to the occasion, and c ic- 
ited many handsome re r.arks from the dis-

Proclamation by the Governor. 

Whkrkas, Certain arms bolonsring to the 
Stato of Kentucky, intended for distribution 
to Home Guards in counties of the First 
and Second .Districts, under an allotment 
made by the Military Board, were lately seiz- 
ed by lawless persons and taken nwny from 
their place of deposit in May-field; and it be- 
ing reported tenia that a portion of said arms 
have been distributed among individuals in 
Fulton county contrary to law and thenuthor- 
ty of the Military Board; and said Military 
Board having passed the following order —
